“ All tbouKhtful men m ust feel the grav­ 
est alarm over the growth of lynching in 
this country, and especially over the pe- 
fuDarly hideous form s so often taken by 
mo!) violence in which colored men are 
thf viotlmH, on Vk’hich occasions the mob 
<ifi< mp to lay m ost weight,* not on the crime 
but .m the color of the criminal. In a cer­ 
tain proportion of these cases the man 
iyn< bed haa been guilty of a crime horrible 
boyrind description—a’ crime so horrible 
that an fa r a.«< he him self is concerned he 
h t!i forfeited the right to any kind of sym- 
prithy w hatever. The feeling of all good 
< itizons th a t s'uch a hideous crime shall 
not b( hideou.sly punished by mob violence 
Is du.\ not in the least to sympathy for 
ih<> i-rlminal, but to a very lively sense of 
til«' train of dreadful consequences which 
follow the cour.«e taken by the mob, in 
fx aitijig inhum an vengeance for an in- 
lium.in wrong. 
In such cases, moreover, 
i! is well to rem em ber that ihe criminal 
not nicroly sins against humanity in an 
irifxpiable and unpardonable fashion, but 
sins )>ariicularly against his own race, 
and do<s them a wrong far greater-than 
any white man can possibly do them.

CONCERNED. 


“Therefore, in such cases, the colored 
peoph’ throughout the land ,should, in 
«-va ry possible way. show their belief that 
they, more than all others in the com­ 
m unity, are horrified at the commission of 
such a crime, and are peculiarly concern­ 
ed In taking every possible measure to 
prevent its recurrence and to bring the 
crim inal to immediate Justice. The sllght- 
♦*st lack of vigor, either In denunciation 
(»f the crime, or In bringing the criminal 
to Justice is itself unpardonable. 


“ Moreover, every effort should be ihade, 
under the law, to expedite the procedlngs 
of justice in the case of such an awful 
crim e. B ut It can not be necessary in or­ 
der to acocm plish this to deprive any citi­ 
zen of those fundamental rights to be 
heard in his own defense which are so 
dear to us all, and which lie at the root 
of our liberty. 
It certainly ought to be 
possible by the proper administration of 
the laws, to secure sw ift rengeance upon 
the crim inal; and the best and Immediate 
efforts of all legislators, judges and citi­ 
zens should be addressed to securing such 
reform s in our legal procedure as to leave 
no vestige of excuse for those misguid­ 
ed men who undertake to reap YeAgeance 
through violent methods.

lack of sympathy with the crUniiiél, can 
not in the least diminiah our I k n ^ at 
the way In which Is has hecicmie’coatom- 
ary to avenge these crimes, and a t the 
consequences that ar«^ iUrMdjr pfoceedin* 
therefrom. 
It Is, of course, Inevitable 
that where vengeance Is taken bjr a mob 
it should frequently llffht upon Innocent 
i>eople; and the wrooff done In auch a case 
to the individual Is one f«r. which .therc^ 
Is on remedy. But even where tbe real 
criminal is reached, the wronv'dtme by 
the mob to the community itm lf la well 
nigh as great. 
Ilspecially Is ibia 'true 
where the lynchlnir la accompanied with 
torture. There are certain hideoiM a^rhta, 
which, when once seen, can never be 
wholly erased from thé mental iretina. 
The mere fact of bavin« seen them impllea 
degradation. 
This 
ia 
a 
thousandfold 
stronger when, instead of merely seeing 
the deed, the man haa participated In it. 
Whoever In any part of our country 
which has ever taken part In lawlessly 
putting to death a criminal by the dread­ 
ful torture of fire, the participant must 
forever after have the awful «pecUcle of 
his own handiwork seared Into his brain 
and soul. He can never again be the same 
man. 


TORTURE raECB D EN T SPREADS. 
“This m atter of lynching Would be a 
terrible thing, even If It stopped with the 
lynching of men guilty of the inhunwn 
and hideous crime of rape; but,- as a mat­ 
ter of fact, lawlessness of this type never 
does stop, and never can stop, in such 
fashion. Every violent man In the com 
munity is encouraged by every case of 
lynching in which the lynchers go unpun­ 
ished to take the law into his own hands 
whenever it suits his own convenience. In 
the same way the use of torture by the 
mob in certain cases is sure to spread un 
til it is applied more or less indiscrimin­ 
ately In other cases. The spirit of law­ 
lessness grows with what It feeds on and 
when mobs with impunity lynch crimln 
als for one cause they are certain to be­ 
gin to lynch real or alleged criminals for 
other causes. 


*‘In the I eceht cases of lynching : over 
three-fourths were not for rape at all, but 
for murder, attempted murder and even 
. less heinous offenses. 
CANNOT CONDONE ILLEOAI. EXE- 
CUiPIONS. 


"Moreoveir the hlstoiy of ' these recent 
cases shows the awful fact that when 
the minds of men are habituated to the 
use of to*ture by lawless mobs to ayerige 
crimes of a peculiarly revolting descrip­ 
tion, other lawless bodies will torture In 
order to punish Crimes of an ordinary 
type. 


“Surely no patriot can fail to see the 
fearful 
brutalisation 
and 
debasement 
which the indulgence of such a spirit and 
such practices Inevitably portend, Surelÿ 
all public men, all writers for the daily 
press, all clergymen, all téacherë, all wl)o 
In any way have à right: to address the 
public, should with every energy unite to 
denounce such crimes and ' to , support 
those engaged in putting them down. 


As a people we claim the right to 
speak with peculiar emphasis for freedom 
and fair treatment of all'men without re­ 
gard to differences of race, fortune, creed 
or color. We. forfeit the rifl^t so to speak 
when we commit or condone such crimes 
as thi so of which I speak. 


THE n a t i o n CONCERNED. 


“The nation, like the liilïtvlduàl. cannot 
commit a crime with ImpuiUty. If we are 
guilty of lawlessness and brutal vlotence, 
whether our guilt consists In active i>ax^ 
ticipatton therein or In n e t« conîdhrÉiiea 
and encouragement,* we shall àssürM ly 
spffer later on because of what we have 
done. The comer atone of this republic^ 
as of all frc» government^ Is respéct for 
and obedience, to the law. lll^ere'weeper* 
mit the law td be defied or. evaded. wheCh*- 
er by rich man o r poor man, by black 
man or white mtfn, we are, by juat. ao 
much, weakening the bonds, of pur civill* 
sation and incr^slng the cliances of Ita 
overthrow and of the sutetitutlon .there­ 
for of a ^ t e m ln which there shall bè 
violent ^altematlona of ànarôhy and ty­ 
ranny.

Sofia. Aug, 10.—-Delegates here of the 
Macedonian committee addressed -the fol­ 
lowing appeal to each representative of 
the powers; 


**The vMusselmen’s systematic peraecu« 
tion haa compelled Christians in Mace­ 
donia and the Vilayet of Adr|anople to 
Institute a general rising. They have had 
recourse to this extreme measure gfter 
exhausting all pacific mean« to secure ln> 
terventlon of Europ« to enforce provisions 
of the Berlin treaty. At the present mo­ 
ment intervention la the only means of 
remedying the evil and stopping blood­ 
shed. Sporadic efi^orts of the powers to 
secure reforms having failed, they result­ 
ed merely in recrudescence of Turkish 
fanaticism and government oppression. 


“It is evident reform measures to be ef­ 
ficacious must Include appointment of a 
Christian governor general of Macedonia, 
some one who has never held office under 
the porte, wlio must be Independent of the 
Turkish government in the exi^clse of his 
functions, and further apiM>lntment by the 
powers of a Joint, permanent administra­ 
tive board with full powers to deal with 
any disturbance. 


“Having published the foregoing facts to 
the civilised world and made known the 
causes which have driven Macedonians to 
despair, the committee for Macedonians 
now in arms proposes to continue the 
flght till the object of their uprising has 
been attained.“ 


Representatives of the Macedonian revo> 
lutlonary committee have 
published a 
statement saying that the nuinber of In­ 
surgents in the district of Monastlr |s 
8,000 and that they are armed with rlfies 
purchased In Greeçe. It also states Aujg. 
2 GOO insurgents, destroyed three detach­ 
ments of Turkiish. troops, numbering 100, 
and attacked the town of Kltckevo,, .but 
tailed to occupy It.' -Insurgents, «hofrevjer. 
destroyed the Turkish village of I>ôugovo. 
whose inhabitants had come to thé assist­ 
ance of the garrison of Kltchevo.

International Typograpbleal Un­ 
ion Gets Royal Reception In 
Wasblngton-rBeports of P 
Ident and Secretary. 


Washington, Aug. 10.—Secretary Cortel- 
you. Public Printer Palmer. Chief of the 
Weather Bureau Wllllsr Moore and other 
prominent men were present when the 
forty-ninth session ^of the International 
Typographical union opened here to day. 
A majority of the 316 delegates were also 
in attendance. Pmyer was followed by 
welcome addresses and responses. 


Mr. Moore, who is a former printer, 
spoke as one of the craft, congratulated 
the union upon Its strength, upon the pro-* 
gress made and Influences exerted. He>. 
spoke also of President Roosevelt as a 
friénd of labor and congratulated the con­ 
vention upon that fact. 


Routine business 
followed, members 
taking the usual pledge not to become 
members of any other organisation In­ 
imical to the interests of the typographical 
union. 


In his annual report President James M. 
I«ynch said the past year had been a no­ 
table one not only for the International 
Tj’^pographlcal union but for organised 
labor In general. 
The report dwelt on 
benefits accruing from organisation an^ 
urged adoption of some plan whereby iso­ 
lated printers working in localities sup­ 
porting from one to six brother artisans, 
but not enough to warrant organization, 
may be reached. Lynch suggested such 
men be attached direct to the parent body. 
The report expressed regret at the ten­ 
dency on the part of trade unionists to 
make light of unions of employers and 
questioned whether It would not be better 
to display a tolerant spirit toward them 
in the hope of establishing friendly rela­ 
tions.

The annual battle between man and 
nature foueht in the wheat fields of 
Kansas ended about the 20th of July. 
The army of connuest, cauipncd with 
harvesters and thrashers, entered at 
the southern ortion of the state and, 
sweeping everything before it, nro- 
irressed northward until 
the 
Sun* 
Hov/er State was marked by nothing: 
but stacks of grain and fields of 
stubble. Over vast areas the sheaves 
of wlieat were thrashed out as fast 
as they were garnered, while in many 
counties the wheat was left standing 
ill shocks ready for the thrasher in the 
fall. 


According to Philip Kastman, writ­ 
ing in the Review of Reviews for 
Aui?ust, t'iiis year’s wheat harvest in 
Kansas was the largest in the hit* 
tory of the state and the greÍBte9t 
by far of any state in the union. Time 
was when the name of Kansan was as- 
ftociatefi in the popular mind with 
oorn. But the famous “wheat belt” 
of tlie west now includes thirty coun­ 
ties in Kan^s, extending from the 
northern to the southern houndaiy.

A WONDERFUL tREE. 


It Hm Tar«Bt«to*llke Momom WItk

A wonderful tree of unknown varie­ 
ty lias been discovered in a mountain 
canyon in a spur of the San Jacinto 
mountains, down near the Mexican 
line. It was discovered by a party of 
prospectors who pen^rated the can­ 
yon In search of water. A branch of 
the tree and Its blossoms were brought, 
tp: this city; fOt ela«s(fl<^ttoii, bpt H;;i» 
unknown to botanists in this dty. 


Thè leaves, of tl^i tree resemble In 
size and stiape thè fig leáf, but they 
are of a vivid purple color aud^the un­ 
der side of the hmf is thickly covered 
iWith stiff halrÌB which stand out from 
tlie leaf fully half an Inch. Theàé hairs 
are sharp and tÌM>nilÌke and easily pen­ 
etrate the skin, and when they do so 
they are iiolsonous. causing swelling 
and touch pain. 


The blossoms are as peculiar as are 
tlie branches and leaves. They are ofj 
a i^sty red col9r and are about ivrgt; 
!nch<i^ in* diameter. In t^ape they are 
a very good representation of the ta­ 
rantula There Is a, huge hairy bul|), In 
shaiKi resembling tlie abdomen of the 
poisonous spider, and there are several 
chives, or stamens, corresponding to 
the legs of that Insect. 
. 


Tlie most peculiar feature of the 
plant, however, remains to be told. 
Whenever one approaches the plant or 
w'hen the w^Ind. agitates the branches 
of the tree Oie flowers give, off an 
abundance of perfume—heavy, sicken­ 
ing and deadly. This perfume has the 
quality of clilorofprm, and a few In­ 
halations of the odor produce uncon­ 
sciousness The prospectors who made 
the discovery of tlie plant were ren­ 
dered insensible uiM>n approaching the 
tree to examine it. 


As the plant seems to have no botan­ 
ical name two names have been sug­ 
gested by tiie qualities of the plant it­ 
self. One Is tarantula plant, the other 
chloroform tree.—Los Angeles TÌmelI

MILK GOES UP AT DECATUR. 


Decatur, Aug. 10.—The price of 
milk is to advance, so say the dairy­ 
men. They say that the price will 
be raised this week and that sixteen 
quarts will then be considered worth 
dollar of any man’s money, in­ 
stead of twenty quarts, the amount 
now given for a dollar. 


The reason for this advance is said 
to be a scarcity of pasture, or rather 
scarcity of grass in the pastures. 
The dry weather has been hard on 
pastures. What grass has not been 
eaten up has been dried up and the 
supply of milk has been accordingly 
lessened. The dairymen are feeding 
hay to their corns, and hay is expen­ 
sive. 


The farmers from whom the dairy­ 
men buy considerable milk also com- 
>lain of a scarcity of gass. They say 
they must have more money for the 
milk, for they, too, are feeing hay 
to tho cows.
